(redeemer.ca/registrar/calendar/index.hum!) in early April.

For over nine hours, the academic building, residences 
and the rest of campus were in the dark while staff and outside 
contractors worked to correct the problem, 

The most immediate concern for Redleemer staff and 
ad tion was the safety and well-being of staff, faculty and 
students, When it became clear that the power would not be 
restored in shortorder, all on-campus students were taken t0 
Jocal hotels for the night. Before they were allowed back in the 
residences, maintenance staff checked all life safety systems (smoke 
det re that they wey 
functioning. Students returned to campus on Saturday morning.

Indeed, several law firms have 
already come forward to provide financial support for the leave 
application. 

‘The Supreme Court will only agree to hear appeals on issues 
that have national significance. Itwill be several months before

Is it Christian? Is it Art? conference examines “Christian kitsch” 


| Par eek pe Sies oaletada Ponte 
ined by Dr, Cal Seerveld of the Institute of Christian 
‘Studies (ICS) as “something fake to which are you fervently 
attached,” kitsch permeates the film world, the commercial 
advertising industry, politics, talk shows and other cultural 
‘expressions. Ithas also taken root in religious and specifically 
Christian marketing initiatives, such as the Jesus Bobble Head 
doll and a host of similar “gadgets for God.” 

[Last fall, Redeemer art students and faculty took a closer 
look at the problem of kitsch when they attended a sympositim 
that featured former Redeemer Art professor Betty Spackman. 
‘The keynote lecture, entitled “Fantasy and Other Real Things 
Exploring the Role of Religions Kitsch in Popular Culture,” 
‘was based on Spackman’s recently published book A Profound 
Weakness: Christians and Kitsch. 

Part of the event was a panel discussion led by ICS Profesor 
‘of Aesthetics, Dr. Calvin Seerveld (author of Rainbows for the 
Fallen World), Dr. Mary Leigh Morbey, Professor of Artat 
York University (and herself'a former Redeemer faculty 


member), Dr. Adrienne Chaplin of the ICS, Spackman, 
now Associate Professor of Artat Trinity Western University 
in Langley, BC, and Prof. Chris Guthill, the Head of the 
‘Art Departinent at Redeemer. 

‘The two-day conference was sponsored by the IS, in 
collaboration with IMAGO and Art Talks. It was a rewarding, 
experience for Redeemer students, not just because they were 
able (o hear such a scholarly presentation from Christian 
academies who are passionate about the relationship between 
faith and art, but also because they were able to mingle with, 
other art students, including many Christians, from other 
Universities in Ontario, Although the dialogue resulted in more 
questions than answers, the participants were challenged by the 
issues raised, especially by the important role of honesty and 
sincerity in one’s art

The research is straightforward and 
fun: participants write a paragraph about 
their feetings about a final exam, orby 
describing what happens to the body 
after death. Then they read three 
jokes—satire, slapstick humour and 
puns—and rite how funny the jokes are 
ly, Hackney is using humour 
to shed light on Terror 
Theory, which hypothesizes that 
everything we do is motivated by the 


lanagement 


fear of death. For example, many people 
have Gallows Humout—they “laugh in 
the face of death” because it lessens their 
‘natural fears, Ifthe theory works, then 
those students whose first essays were 
about death should find jokes about 
human mortality funnier than those who 
wrote about final exams.
